PREMIER  S.  F.  Tolmie  will  resubmit  to  the  British  Gov- 
ernment the  proposals  that  he  made  in  1929  at  the  request 
of  Rt.  Hon.  J.  H.  Thomas  for  a  development  of  inter- 
Empire  trade.  The  changes  that  have  taken  place  since  that 
time  in  the  sentiment  in  Great  Britain  towards  protection,  and 
the  demand  of  the  nation  for  a  new  economic  arrangement, 
coupled  with  the  announcement  that  the  Minister  for  the  Do- 
minions will  shortly  start  on  a  tour  of  investigation  of  Empire 
trade,  Premier  Tolmie  believes,  justify  him  in  seeking  further 
consideration  of  the  suggestions  he  made  two  years  ago. 

While  his  memorandum  to  the 
British  Government  dealt  primarily 
with  the  development  of  trade  be- 
tween British  Columbia  and  the 
United  Kingdom.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  such  a  policy  as  suggested  was 
applicable  to  the  whole  of  the  Em- 
pire. 

ASKED  FOR  SUGGESTIONS 

Shortly  after  the  Labor  Govern- 
ment took  office.  Rt.  Hon.  J.  H. 
Thomas,  then  Minister  of  Employ- 
ment, came  to  Canada  to  seek  ways 
of  stimulating  trade  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  employment  for  British 
Industries.  Premier  Tolmie  held  an 
Interview  with  him  at  Toronto,  when 
the  British  minister  told  him  that  If 
he  could  make  any  constructive  sug- 
gestions for  the  development  of  the 
natural  resources  of  the  province 
that  would  be  to  the  mutual  advan- 
tage of  British  Columbia  and  Great 
Britain,  and  offer  to  the  latter  an 
outlet  for  some  of  Its  unemployed, 
the  British  Government  could  ar- 
range credits  necessary  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  latent  resources. 

PremleV  Tolmie  pointed  out  in  his 
memorandum  that  the  United  King- 
dom Imported  at  that  time,  from 
countries  outside  of  the  Empire,  the 
huge  total  of  £564,000,000  of  prod- 
ucts that  could  be  produced  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  If  the  Government 
of  Great  Britain  could  direct  but  10

Dominion  House  to  Meet 
Early  to  Make  Way  for 
Imperial  Conference

OTTAWA,  Nov.  11  (CDN). — Ac- 
ceptance by  Prime  Minister  Ramsay 
MacDonald  of  the  Invitation  of  Pre- 
mier R.  B.  Bennett  to  hold  the  Im- 
perial Economic  Conference  In  Ot- 
tawa, probably  In  July,  causes  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  in  official  cir- 
cles here.

Powerful  Tug  Kyuquot  Now  Lying  Submerged  at 
Bottom  of  Porlier  Pass — Unknown  Current 
Said  to  Be  Responsible  for  Accident 


rORCED  to  swim  for  their  lives  in  the  midnight-shrouded 
and  swirling  tidal  waters  of  Porlier  Pass,  members  of  the 
crew  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  tug,  Kyuquot,  bound  in  from 
Vancouver  for  Ladysmith  with  a  car  barge  in  tow,  had  close 
calls  with  Davy  Jones  when  their  craft  crashed  on  the  rocks 
almost  immediately  in  front  of  the  lighthouse  situated  on  the 
Galiano  Island  shore.

DROUGHT  KII.ES 
WINTER  WHEAT 

Situation  in  Southern  and 
Southwestern  States  Be- 
coming Serious 


WASHINGTON.  Nov.  11  (AP>.- 
Perslstent  lack  of  Fall  rainfall  has 
gripped  Southern  and  Southwestern 
states  in  another  drought  that  is 
killing  Winter  grains,  drying  streams 
and  feeding  forest  fires.  Damage  to 
Winter  wheat  in  the  Western  half 
of  the  wheat  belt,  especially  West 
Kansas,  has  become  serious. 

The  weather  bureau  said  today 
the  condition  of  wheat  there  is 
"poor  to  very  poor,  with  little 
growth  and  not  much  up." 

"Moisture,"  the  bureau  added,  "is 
also  needed  to  Oklahoma,  while  to 
Texas  progress  and  condition  of 
grains  are  poor,  except  where  rain 
fell  last  month." 

This  damage,  topping  a  12  per 
cent  reduction  in  farmers'  intentions 
to  plant  this  Fall,  has  been  an  im- 
portant factor  to  the  recent  rise  In 
wheat  prices  of  20  cents  a  bushel 
above  the  season's  lows.  Private 
estimates  place  the  acreage  curtail- 
ment In  the  Southwest  at  between 
18  and  22  per  cent.

The  Emperor  dispatched  the 
troops  at  the  request  of  General 
Hanzo  Hanaya,  chief  of  the  general 
staff,  who  communicated  with  him 
at  Kumamoto,  where  he  Is  attend- 
ing army  manoeuvres. 

INCREASING  GRAVITY 

Admiral  Baron  Kyotane,  Minister 
of  Marine,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  Emperor's  party  at  the  war 
games,  returned  to  Tokio  because  of 
the  increasing  gravity  of  the  con- 
flict in  Manchuria. 

Dispatches  received  here  told  of 
an  encounter  between  Japanese 
Infantry  and  a  party  of  wandering 
Chinese  cavalry  near  Kuchengtzu 
yesterday,  to  which  300  Chinese  and 
three  Japanese  were  killed.  Nine 
Japanese  were  wounded.  This  is  a 
new  sector.  400  miles  distant  from 
the  Nonni  bridgehead,  hitherto  the 
centre  of  operations. 

The  War  Office  announced  that 
these  new  casualties  bring  Japan's 
total  dead  to  129,  with  302  wounded. 
The  number  of  Chinese  casualties 
Is  not  known  here,  but  on  the  basis 
of  newspaper  dispatches  from  800 
to  1,000  have  been  killed. 

WAR  OFFICE  FIGURES

Crichton  A:  Sons,  Saltney,  in  1919, 
and  was  designed  for  deep-sea  work. 
8he  had  good  speed,  and  was  power- 
ful enough  to  tow  the  car  barges 
through  Porller  Pass  at  all  stages  of 
the  tide.  She  is  a  steel  screw  tug  of 
419  tons.  1*  135.2  feet  long,  with  a 
beam  of  29.1  feet. 

The  Kyuquot  was  brought  to  this 
Coast  some  years  ago,  and  was 
formerly  known  as  the  8t.  Florence. 
In  1926,  because  of  her  power,  she 
was  chartered  to  tow  the  Japanese 
freighter  6s.  Kalkyu  Maru  down  the 
Coast  from  Blenklnsop  Bay.  The 
Kalkyu.  a  helpless  hulk,  had  been 
temporarily  repaired  at  the  Bav. 
after  having  been  sunk  and  refloat- 
ed at  Helmcken  Island,  near  the 
Salmon  River.

Some  wept,  but  all 
gave,  In  their  own  thoughts,  some 
message  to  the  memory  of  the  dead. 
Silence  was  complete.  Flags  of  the 
Empire  drooped  In  their  honor,  but 
raised  again  to  symbolize  the  Em- 
pire's protective  strength.  The  serv- 
ice closed. 

MILITARY  PARADE 

Long  before  the  hour  of  com- 
mencement of  the  ceremony,  crowds 
assembled  at  the  Cenotaph,  while 
a  short  distance  away  between  800 
and  1,000  ex-service  men,  wearing 
their  medals,  mingled  with  the  new 
soldiers  who  have  yet  to  know  'the 
meaning  of  war.  The  veterans'  con- 
tingent was  led  by  Oeneral  Sir 
Percy  Lake,  Knight  Commander  of 
the  Bath.  Knight  Commander  of 
8t.  Michael  and  St.  George  and  the 
recipient  of  many  honors  for  serv- 
ice to  his  country. 

The  parade  moved  off  promptly 
at  10:30  o'clock,  headed  by  the  band 
of  the  6th  (B.C.)  Coast  Brigade. 
In  the  parade  were  units  of  the 
permanent  militia,  naval  guard,  the 
band  of  the  16th  Scottish  Regiment 
and  ex-soldiers.  They  marched  from 
the  postofflce  to  the  Menzles  Street 
entrance  to  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings and  were  then  draw  up  in 
review  order  near  the  Cenotaph, 
the  naval  guard  taking  precedence 
In  position. 

AT  THE  CENOTAPH 

On  the  arrival  of  the  honor 
guards.  Premier  S.  F.  Tolmle,  mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet,  Mayor  Herbert 
Anscomb,  Brigadier  Sutherland 
Brown  and  staff,  the  8enior  Naval 
Officer  and  staff  and  civic  repre- 
sentatives took  up  their  position  in 
front  of  the  Soldiers'  Memorial. 
Representatives  of  chapters  of  the 
I.O.D.E.,  carrying  Union  Jaeks, 
surrounded  the  memorial,  while 
sentries  from  the  Navy  and  Army 
stood  at  each  of  the  four  corners 
of  the  Cenotaph,  with  arms  re- 
versed. In  the  background  were 
the  several  units  of  the  Boy  Scouts, 
Naval  Cadets,  auxiliaries  and  affili- 
ated corps. 

ORDER  OF  SERVICE 
Promptly  at  10:48  o'clock  Captain 
the  Rev.  F.  C.  Chapman,  chaplain 
to  the  forces,  mounted  the  base  of 
the  memorial  and  the  ceremony 
commenced.  "O  Canada"  was  first 
sung,  and  this  was  followed  by 
prayers  and  Pericles"  "Tribute  to 
Fallen  Heroes."  Captain  Chapman 
quoted  from  Scripture.  "Greater 
Love  Hath  No  Man  Than  This,"  and 
afterwards  referred  to  the  occasion 
of  the  ceremony.  He  paid  a  glow- 
ing tribute  to  the  men  who  had 
given  their  lives  so  that  others 
might  live  In  peace  and  security. 
He  quoted  the  "Lord's  Prayer," 
following  which  "The  Last  Post" 
was  sounded.  As  the  last  note  of 
the  call  was  given,  the  minute  gun 
was  heard.  Two  minutes  later  the 
silence  was  over. 

LAYING  OF  WREATHS 

Following  the  service,  wreaths 
were  laid  on  the  base  of  the  Ceno- 
toph.  First  by  Brigadier  Sutherland 
Brown,  representing  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  then  by  Premier  8.  F. 
Tolmle.  the  Bishop  of  Columbia. 
Mayor  Herbert  Anscomb,  the  Senior 
Naval  Officer  and  representatives  of 
bereaved  mothers.  The  hymn  "Abide 
With  Me"  was  then  sung,  and 
wreaths  were  placed  by  representa- 
tives of  the  ex-service  men,  auxll- 
arles,  LODE.,  and  the  general 
public.  The  base  of  ithe  memorial 
was  covered  with  poppy  tributes, 
which  included  the  "Community 
Cross." 

OUTSTANDING  TRIBUTES 

The  inscription  on  the  wreath 
placed  by  the  the  bereaved  mothers 
read,  "In  Loving  Memory  of  the 
Empire's  Dead."  Three  of  the 
eleven  founders  of  the  first  Cana- 
dian organization  of  Veterans  of  the 
Oreat  War  placed  a  wreath  which 
carried  the  message  "A  Tribute  to 
the  Memory  of  the  Silent  Army."  A 
touching  tribute  was  paid  to  the 
memory  of  soldiers  of  other  coun- 
tries in  the  wreath  laid  on  the 
Cenotaph  by  Comrades  R.  Hoita 
and  N.  Watanabe,  members  of  the 
Britannia  Branch  of  the  Canadian 
Legion.  The  wreath  was  placed  In 
honor  of  the  memory  of  Japanese 
soldiers  who  served  overseas  with 
the  Canadian 


Courthouse  and  other  civic  and 
governmental  offices  were  closed. 
Soldier  clubs  observed  the  day  by 
closing.  All  stores  were  also  closed. 
It  was  a  general  holiday  and,  after 
the  ceremony  at  the  Cenotaph,  the 
downtown 
deserted. 


SUPPORT  FOR  BRITISH" 
COLUMBIA  OUTLINED 
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Concrete  action  was  reported  by- 
Mr.  Jones  In  the  reduction  of  men 
in  British  Columbia  camps  from  a 
peak  of  close  on  17,000  to  7,000  now 
in  these  places.  Transients,  It  was 
stated,  may  be  put  to  work  where 
necessary  on  the  transcanada  high- 
way.

"The  situation."  said  Mr.  Jones,  "is 
that  the  Federal  Government  has 
approved  of  provincial  works  total- 
ing $3,250,000.  and  of  municipal 
works  of  $2,536,713.  and  has  agreed 
to  pay  Its  share  of  any  direct  relief 
that  is  found  necessary.  We  are 
also  prepared  to  pay  our  share  of  all 
necessary  direct  relief.  Therefore, 
nobody  in  British  Columbia  should 
go  hungry  this  Winter.  It  Is  doubt- 
ful, however,  that  the  province  will 
finance  much  more  work.  On  the 
matter  of  work  we  must  await  the 
return  of  Mr.  Bruhn,"  Mr.  Jones 
concluded. 

From  Mr.  Tolmle  it  was  learned 
that  the  Government  had  been  In 
touch  With  Mr.  Bruhn,  but  did  not 
regard  this  wire  of  yesterday  as  en- 
tirely self-explanatory.  Under  these 
circumstances  no  change  will  be 
made  In  the  present  position  of  re- 
lief matters  in  the  province,  until 
Mr.  Bruhn  returns. 

Leading  Surgeon 
Coifed  by  Death 

HAMILTON,  Nov.  11.— Suddenly 
stricken  while  in  the  operating 
room.  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Mowbray, 
one  of  Canada's  leading  surgeons 
died  In  the  General  Hospital  here 
shortly  before  noon  today. 

Dr.  Mowbray  yesterday  suffered 
pains  In  his  heart,  but  recovered 
easily.  This  morning  he  was  per- 
forming an  operation  when  he  ex- 
perienced great  pain,  but  succeeded 
in  completing  his  task.  Dr.  W.  F. 
Langrlll.  medical  superintendent, 
conveyed  him  to  a  nearby  room, 
where  he  was  put  to  bed.  A  sudden 
turn  for  the  worse  resulted  in  death 
within  half  an  hour.

Inside  the  building  His  Excellency 
the  Governor-Oeneral,  accompanied 
by  Prime  Minister  R.  B.  Bennett, 
and  the  chief  of  the  General  Staff, 
Major-General  A.  G.  L.  McNaugh- 
ton,  entered  the  memorial  chamber 
and  laid  a  wwath  on  the  altar  of 
remembrance.  1 

As  the  sonorous  notes  of  the 
clock  In  the  Peace  Tower  sounded 
the  last  stroke  of  11  a  gun  at  the 
rear  of  the  east  block  thundered 
the  signal  that  plunged  the  vast 
multitude  of  people  into  an  almost 
unbelievable  silence. 

For  two  minutes,  while  a  brilliant 
Autumn  sun  shone  down  from  a 
cloudless  sky,  the  entire  city  was 
wrapped  In  a  reverent  hush. 

A  second  gun  announced  the  ter- 
mination of  the  period  of  silence 
and  a  massed  choir,  accompanied 
by  a  band,  sang  "O  Canada."  That 
was  followed  by  "Prelude  in  C 
Minor,"  by  the  massed  bands,  and 
the  plaintive  Scotch  lament, 
"Flowers  of  the  Forest,"  by  the 
pipers  of  the  Ottawa  Highlanders. 
THE  LAST  POST 

8carlet  clad  buglers  of  the  Gov- 
ernor-General's footguards,  stand- 
ing on  the  steps  of  the  Parliament 
Buildings,  sounded  the  "Last  Post," 
after  which  the  massed  choir  ren- 
dered "Q  Valiant  Hearts."  Then, 
from  high  up  In  the  Peace  Tower, 
sounded  by  trumpeters  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police,  came  the 
sweet  notes  of  "Reveille."  "O  God. 
Our  Help  in  Ages  Past"  and  "Land 
of  Hope  and  Glory,"  rendered  by 
the  massed  choir,  ended  the  cere- 
mony, and  then  His  Excellency  laid 
the  first  wreath  at  the  base  of  the 
cenotaph.  This  was  the  commence- 
ment of  a  parade  of  those  with 
wreaths  until  the  tall  white  shaft 
was  almost  buried  in  laurel  and 
popples.  Premier  Bennett  deposited 
a  wreath  on  behalf  of  the  Dominion. 
Lady  Borden,  wife  of  Canada's 
war-time  premier,  placed  a  wreath 
in  memory  of  the  "Unknown 
Soldier." 

THE  MARCH  PAST 

His  Excellency  left  Immediately 
after  the  ceremony  at  the  ceno- 
taph to  keep  an  engagement  in 
Toronto,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
Governor-General,  Premier  Bennett, 
standing  in  the  archway  under  the 
memorial  chamber,  took  the  salute 
of  the  soldiers,  who  took  twenty- 
five  minutes  to  march  past. 

Proclaimed  by  Act  of  Parliament 
a  permanent  and  fixed  holiday,  to 
be  known  as  "Remembrance  Day," 
the  thirteenth  anniversary  of  the 
Armistice*  was  not  strictly  observed 
as  such  throughout  the  Dominion, 
although  in  many  cities  there  was 
a  complete' cessation  of  business  and 
public  work.  But  the  services  that 
marked  the  eleventh  hour  were  gen- 
eral In  all  parts  of  Canada,  appar- 
ently gaining  strength  in  reverence 
and  dignity  as  the  event  it  com- 
memorates fades  farther  Into  the 
past.

In  British  Columbia  as  elsewhere 
in  the  overseas  Dominions,  Scots- 
men have  played  a  conspicuous  part 
as  the  explorers  and  pioneers.  The 
point  was  emphasized  by  John 
Hosle  when  he  repeated  his  lantern 
lecture  on  the  Cariboo  Road  and 
early  days  before  more 
hundred  members  of  the  Burns  Club 
gathered  In  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce auditorium. 

Among  the  Scotsmen  whose  pic- 
tures were  thrown  on  the  screen 
were  Sir  James  Douglas.  Governor 
of  the  Colony;  Simon  Praser,  "of  all 
the  adventurous  and  exploring 
Scotsmen  the  one  who  stands  first"; 
Simpson,  who  came  in  1841  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia;  Alexander  Colvllle 
Anderson,  an  engineer  who  In  1859 
was  sent  to  investigate  the  possi- 
bilities of  a  route  into  the  Cariboo 
and  whose  report  was  practically 
followed  in  the  building  of  the  first 
road;  McMicktng  (brother  of  Robert 
Burns  McMtcklng,  whose  name  is 
closely  identified  with  the  history  of 
Victoria),  who  commanded  a  party 
of  three  hundred  men  which  made 
its  way  overland  across  the  contin- 
ent to  British  Columbia;  Captain 
Grant.  R.E..  whose  company  of  en- 
gineers built  the  Cariboo  road;  Rev 
Mr.  Dundas,  who  was  sent  out  to 
assist  Bishop  Hill;  Sir  Alexander 
Mackenzie,  the  first  man  ever  to 
cross  Canada  by  land,  and  to  whose 
achievement  a  memorial  has  been 
erected  at  Bella  Coola;  Sir  Matthew 
Baillle  Begbie.  sent  out  by  Queen 
Victoria  at  the  Instance  of  Sir  James 
Douglas  to  administer  Justice  in  the 
colony;  and  John  Stewart,  one  of 
Simon  Praser's  lieutenants.

honor -tricks;  second,  what  is  the 
playing  value  of  its  most  promising 
suit.  The  value  of  the  hand  from 
a  bidding  point  of  view  will  depend 
upon  these  two  factors. 

East  is  the  dealer.  HLs  hand  is 
worth  two  and  a  half  hbnor-trlcks— 
a  sufficient  minimum  for  an  open- 
ing bid.  The  A  Q  x  of  Diamonds 
are  worth  one  and  a  half  honor- 
tricks;  the  K  x  of  Clubs  and  Q  x  of 
Hearts  are  together  worth  one 
honor-trick  more.  But  East  has  no 
biddable  suit  He  cannot  bid  Dia- 
monds with  A  Q  x  only,  nor  8pades 
without  an  honor  in  the  suit.  Nor 
is  East  s  hand  worth  a  bid  of  one 
no  trump,  vulnerable.  He  has  an 
unpromising  distribution  and  no 
establlshable  suit.  East  therefore 
passes. 

Look  next  at  South'.,  hand  Many 
beginners  would  here  embark  on  a 
Diamond  bid.  There  Is  a  nice-look- 
ing suit  (headed,  it  Is  true,  by  a 
minor  tenace)  and  a  formidable 
array  of  honors.  But  such  a  bid 
would  be  fatal;  it  would  not  be 
sound  even  If  8outh  were  not  vul- 
nerable, for  south  has  not  the 
requisite  minimum  honor-strength 
two  and  a  half  honor -tricks.  His 
K  J  x  of  Diamonds  are  worth  one 
honor-trick;  his  K  x  of  Spades  are 
worth  half  a  trick  more,  but  lus 
K  J  of  Hearts,  without  a  third  card, 
are  only  worth  another  half  trick. 
Under  no  circumstances,  therefore, 
should  8outh  open  the  bidding. 

Now  for  West,  who  holds  the  best 
hand  of  the  four.  Here,  as  with 
East,  there  is  the  requisite  minimum 
honor  strength.  The  A  Q  of  Spades 
are  worth  one  and  a  half  honor - 
tricks;  the  Ace  of  Hearts  is  worth 
another  trick,  and  there  remain* 
the  Queen  of  Clubs  as  a  plus  value. 
Why  then  should  West  not  make 
a  bid?  Because,  like  East,  he  has 
no  biddable  suit.  He  cannot  open 
the  bidding  on  four  Hearts  to  the 
A  ten;  nor  yet,  with  only  two  suits 
guarded,  can  he  properly  bid  one 
no  trump.  In  any  case  he  would 
healtat*  to  open  on  so  weak  a 
hand  when  his  partner  has  already 
pa««Kl  West,  therefore,  throws  his 
hand  In  also. 


can  say.    As  things  stand, 
is  onry  too  glad  to  be 
chance  of  throwing  In. 

The  correctness  of  the 
can  be  checked  by  a  post  mortem. 
Suppose  East  had  bid  one  no  trump. 
West  would  have  raised  him  to  two 
no  trump  or,  conceivably,  to  three. 
Even  with  the  adverse  cards  as 
favorably  distributed  as  they  are, 
East's  contract  cannot  be  made 

Suppore  that  South  had  bid  one 
Diamond.  Here  again  he  cannot 
make  his  contract,  nor  can  North, 
with  his  singleton  Diamond, 
fectlvely  rescue  him. 

Suppose,  finally,  that  West  bids 
one  Heart.  (This  would,  as  I  have 
said,  be  indefensible,  as  A  ten  nine  x 
is  not  a  biddable  suit.)  His  partner 
will  raise  him  to  two  Hearts  and 
once  again  the  contract  Is  likely  to 
fall.  West  can  make  two  Hearts 
at  Double  Dummy  but  in  actual 
play  he  is  very  likely  to  blunder. 

No!  The  hand  Is  one  which  ex- 
emplifies—from whatever  point  of 
view  we  regard  It— the  paramount 
virtue  of  restraint. 

TODAY'S  POINTER 
What  Does  a  Minimum 
Mean? 

Suppose  I  have  bid  one  of  a  suit 
and  my  partner  raises  me  to  two. 

What  does  this  mean? 

It  means,  first,  that  my  partner 
has  from  three  and  a  half  to  four 
(more  rarely,  three  only)  support- 
ing-tricks. Second,  that  he  has 
either  four  trumps  of  Q  x  x  at  least. 
Without  this  minimum  trump  sup- 
port he  should  give  me  no  trump  or 
another  suit. 

EXAMPLE 

(A  minimum  Raise) 
Opening  bid:   one  Spade 
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trteks 
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paid  profound  tribute  to  the  adven- 
turous spirit,  pluck,  gallantry  and 
character  of  the  pioneer  men  and 
women  of  British  Columbia.

During  the  interval  between  the 
first  and  second  parts  of  the  lec- 
ture the  audience  was  entertained 
with  much-enjoyed  musical  num- 
bers. Including  two  Scottish  songs 
by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Wilson,  and  by  the 
talented  young  McVey  brothers, 
who  between  them  rehearsed  some 
of  Harry  Lauder's  most  popular 
selections. 

Among  the  audience  were  Mrs. 
McMlcklng.  whose  association  with 
the  old  British  Columbia  mining 
country  began  in  1809  with  her 
marriage  to  Robert  Burns  Mc-

ECONOMIC 


The  Dominion  Government  la  taking  especial 
pains  not  to  read  an  unwarrantable  Interpreta- 
tion Into  the  blanket  authority  it  received  from 
Parliament  to  deal  with  the  unemployment 
problem.  If  It  did  not  exercise  the  greatest  care, 
the  burden  on  the  backs  of  the  taxpayers  would 
necessarily  arouse  grumblings  from  every  quar- 
ter. It  is  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Government, 
of  any  Government  for  that  matter,  to  protect 
those  from  whom  it  derives  Its  revenues.  That  Is 
why  Ottawa  has  called  representatives  of  the 
Provincial  Governments  into  conference  to  im- 
press on  them  the  need  of  economies,  and  of 
nothing  but  the  most  economic  expenditures  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  unemployment  relief. 

So  far  the  Dominion  Government  is  pledged 
to  an  expenditure  of  $30,000,000  to  meet,  In  con- 
Junction  with  provincial  authorities,  the  cost  of 
unemployment  relief  works.  Quebec's  outlay 
will  be  $12,000,000  on  provincial  and  municipal 
undertakings,  of  which  the  Federal  Government 
will  subscribe  $4,500,000.  In  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces the  demand  for  relief  works  is  not  as  great 
as  elsewhere  in  the  Dominion.  In  Nova  Scotia 
some  $2,500,000  is  being  spent,  of  which  Ottawa 
wlU  appropriate  leas  than  $1,000,000.  New  Bruns- 
wick's outlay  will  not  be  greater.  It  is  In  the 
West  that  the  greatest  call  for  relief  Is  heard. 
Saskatchewan  will  apend  through  Federal  and 
Provincial  relief  a  aum  of  $3,309,345;  Manitoba 
approximately  $6,000,000;  Alberta.  $4,200,000,  and 
the  claims  of  British  Columbia  aggregate 
$5,750,000. 

The  impression  that  has  been  borne  In  on 
the  Federal  authorities  Is  that  the  expenditure 
on  unemployment  relief  Is  not  being  economically 
conserved.  In  other  words,  there  has  been  too 
much  money  apent  on  overhead,  and,  moreover, 
those  who  have  no  right  or  title  to  receive  relief 
are  characterizing  themselves  as  unemployed.  It 
may  be  a  difficult  matter  to  separate  those  Justly 
entitled  to  help  from  those  who  see  in  govern- 
mental expenditure  an  opportunity  to  benefit  at 
the  hands  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is  not,  however, 
an  impossible  task,  if  the  machinery  for  direct- 
ing unemployment  relief  is  properly  organized. 

One  object  of  the  recent  conference  at  Ottawa 
has  been  to  give  the  provincial  authorities  advice 
in  the  foregoing  particular.  Under  any  scheme 
of  unemployment  relief  moneys  can  be  wasted, 
and  wasted  prodigiously.  The  system  can,  In 
many  of  Its  bearings,  become  a  dole  unless  every 
care  Is  exercised  to  see  that  only  deserving  cases 
are  helped.  Moreover,  all  authorities  should  see 
to  it  that  in  all  work  undertaken  a  dollar's  value 
Is  secured  for  every  dollar  expended.  Only  by 
these  means  will  unemployment  relief  be  op- 
erated as  an  emergency  panacea.  Otherwise,  It 
will  provide  a  tendency  to  become  a  permanent 
dole  for  which  a  section  of  the  population,  what- 
ever economic  conditions  may  be,  will  contin- 
ually clamor.

Lord  Hailsham,  Britain's  new  Secretary 
State  for  War,  is  one  of  thoae  who  have 
patience  with  men  who  boast  that  they  do  not 
take  any  interest  in  politics.  It  la  a  type  of 
Ignorance  which  contends  that  politics  should 
be  left  to  the  politicians.  It  Is,  aa  Lord  Hailsham 
says,  "a  very  short-sighted  and  very  selfish 
policy."  Many  of  those  who  pride  themselves 
on  their  aloofness  in  a  political  sense  are  en- 
gaged In  industry  and  commerce.  As  Lord  Hail- 
sham shows,  and  as  is  becoming  more  evident 
all  the  time,  politics  and  induatry  are  inextri- 
cably tied  up  .together.  In  other  words,  the 
political  deciaiona  made  in  Parliament  "vitally 
affect  the  interests  of  trade  and  industry,  and 
therefore  of  every  purchasing  citizen  of  the 
country."  Thus  it  is  not  alone  the  business  man 
and  the  manufacturer  who  should  be  keenly 
Interested  in  politics,  but  every  consumer  aa 
well.  Legislation  la  for  ever  affecting  hla  or  her 
domestic  economy.  Lord  Hailsham  aays:  "The 
man  who  aays  he  la  too  busy  to  bother  about 
polltlca  la  really  neglecting  a  vital  side  of  his 
own  business  Interests." 


CIVIC 


UTIFICATION 


The  need  of  retrenchment  in  civic  outlays, 
because  of  the  amount  which  has  been  spent  or 
la  pledged  for  the  needa  of  unemployment  relief, 
will,  perhaps,  postpone  the  day  when  a  begin- 
ning can  be  made  on  a  Capital  City  beautlflca- 
tlon  plan.  In  the  meantime  It  is  of  substantial 
intereat  to  note  that  Premier  Tolmle  and  his 
Mlnlatera  are  sympathetic  to  the  scheme  and 
that  the  Government  of  the  Province  may  be 
prepared  to  give  assistance  when  the  time  is  ripe, 
or  even  aooner  if  any  part  of  the  beautlflcatlon 
plan  la  regarded  aa  coming  under  unemployment 
relief  measures. 

A  committee  has  taken  up  thia  matter  with 
the  Provincial  Government.  The  proposals  as 
to  what  might  be  done  are  Interesting  but  con- 
fined to  the  construction  of  roadways  and  the 
making  of  Memorial  Avenue  an  arterial  highway. 
These  proposals  hardly  touch  Victoria  within  its 
municipal  limits,  and,  however  desirable  they 
are,  the  highlight*  of  what  Is  needed  for  a  beau- 
tlflcatlon scheme  should  not  be  overlooked.  In 
the  suggeatlons  which  were  submitted  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  our  underatandlng  la  that 
•  majority  of  thoae  advanced  dealt  with  the  im- 
provement, from  the  atandpolnt  of  recreation, 
of  the  city's  waterfront  property  and  the  fore- 
shore of  the  Dallas  Road  and  Marine  Drive.. 
Without  a  doubt  thia  project  must  constitute  a 
major  development  In  any  scheme  of  civic  beau- 
tlflcatlon. That  is  the  viewpoint  of  a  majority 
of  our  own  citizens  and  of  visitors  who  come  to 
Victoria. 

The  belief  has  been  entertained  that  any 
permanent  commission  appointed  to  make 
recommendations  affecting  a  beautiflcation 
acheme  should  have  plans  prepared  for  water- 
front development  so  as  to  provide  walks,  em- 
baymenta  for  the  parking  of  motor  cars,  bathing 
facilities  and  a  centre  of  amusements.  It  la 
around  auch  proposals  that  the  whole  idea  of 
civic  beautiflcation  has  been  built.  In  othvr 
words,  the  foreshore  improvements  are  the  ker- 
nel of  the  matter.  In  affairs  of  this  character 
it  la  safe  to  follow  the  trend  of  public  opinion, 
for  11  la  the  taxpayers  who  have  to  provide  the 
moneya  involved,  and  whatever  Is  done  ahould 
have  their  aanction. 

Thia  la  not  aald  to  depreciate  In  any  way  the 
proposal*  for  Immediate  action  made  to  the 
Government  in  connection  with  the  appointment 
of  a  Capital  City  Beautiflcation  Commission.  It 
la  a  reminder,  however,  that  by  far  the  biggest 
asset  In  thia  reapect  that  can  be  provided  for 
our  citizena  la  the  transformation  of  Victoria 
Into  a  seaaide  resort  which  will  attract  and  hold 
residents  and  visitors  as  well  as  providing 
healthy  recreations  for  our  own  citizens.  There 
is  no  spirit  of  discrimination  In  the  belief  that 
Capital  City  beautiflcation  should  have  its 
and  Inspiration  within  the  Capital  City 
ned,  Just  as  has  been  the  case  at  Ottawa.

We  are  going  to  give 
precedence  to  a  letter  we  have  re- 
ceived from  the  chief  engineer  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  steamship 
Princess  Marguerite,  for  two  or 
more  reasons.  The  first  reason  is 
that  we  do  not  believe  the  men  who 
do  duty  down  below  have  ever  re- 
ceived sufficient  credit  for  their 
achievements,  considering  their 
responsibilities  or  the  trying 
conditions  under  which  they 
discharge  their  important 
duties.  We  have  a  fellow  feeling  for 
the  engineers  because  "but  for  the 
grace  of  God."  or  for  some  other 
reason,  we  should  have  been  one  of 
the  great  multitude  who  "go  down  to 
the  sea  In  ships,''  and  heaven 
knows  where  we  should  have  beer*1 
today  but  for  that  merciful  inter- 
vention. Two  of  the  boys  with 
whom  we  became  very  friendly  dur- 
ing the  happy  days  long  gone  by 
packed  their  kits  and  went  to  sea. 
One  fell  from  a  yardarm  and  was 
either  smashed  or  drowned.  The 
other  was  on  the  coasting  steamer 
which  carried  us  to  Liverpol  on  the 
first  leg  of  the  trip  to  America.  He 
was  going  to  Join  a  ship  then  lying 
in  the  great  seaport  to  fill  his  first 
engagement  as  Junior  engineer. 
Years  afterward  we  learned  that  he 
had  died  in  an  asylum  for  the  in- 
curably insane.  Sailing  through 
tropical  seas  with  the  temperature 
down  below  such  as  would  have 
undermined  the  physical  constitu- 
tion of  a  salamander  had  complete- 
ly destroyed  his  reason.

Here  are  the  letters,  and  we  trust 
they  may  prove  as  Interesting  to 
our  readers  as  they  have  been  to  us: 

Dear  R.B.D., — I  do  not  know  the 
marine  editor  ol  The  Colonist, 
hence  this  note  to  you. 

In  a  very  small  news  item  late 
last  week  it  was  said  that  the  crew 
of  the  Ss.  Prince  Rupert  had  been 
exonerated  from  all  blame  for  the 
sinking  of  the  ship.  I  read  the  re- 
port of  Captain  McPherson  and  as- 
sociates this  morning,  and  they  ab- 
solve Mr.  Boyd,  the  chief  engineer, 
of  all  blame,  and  even  commend 
him  somewhat.  Captain  McPherson 
said  that  he  should  have  had  a  more 
experienced  man  assisting  him.  but 
the  man  had  been  with  him  a  year, 
so  you  will  see  that  he  must  have 
been  about  as  good  as  he  ever 
would  be.  and  he  was  a  good  man. 
I  think  It  was  about  August  27  The 
Colonist,  in  large  headlines,  told 
that  the  captain  was  exonerated  of 
all  blame.  I  think  the  chief  engi- 
neer and  associates  should  have 
as  much  publicity.  Don't  you? 

The  blame  is  placed  on  the  fact 
that  the  ports  were  left  open  at 
night  when  no  one  was  around  that 
part  of  the  ship,  and  the  captain, 
who  was  exonerated  (and  large- 
type  headlines),  is  the  man  who 
should  have  given  orders  that  they 
were  to  be  r-losed. 

If  you  have  not  read  Captain  Mc- 
pherson's report  you  might  enjoy 
doing  so.

For  two  minutes  we  stood  in  si- 
lence; two  minutes  of  fellowship 
with  the  "Silent  Army,"  and  some- 
where in  that  vast  throng  the  kin- 
dred of  the  dead  met,  in  spirit,  the 
dear  ones  they  had  lost.  Triumphing 
over  the  materialism  of  a  world 
which  has  forgotten  the  sacrifices 
made  by  those  who  gave  their  lives 
that  we  might  live,  they  came  to- 
gether, In  spirit,  and  the  living 
placed  their  humblest  tributes  on 
the  Cenotaph  in  token  of  the  price- 
less privilege  which  the  two  minutes 
silence  provides. 

If  the  dead  we  honored  can  see 
and  understand,  what  must  they 
think  of  our  neglect  ot  kindred  left 
as  a  sacred  charge  to  the  nation. 
The  humble  flowers  tell  a  story 
more  powerful  than  words,  and  It  is 
time  we  asked  ourselves:  "Is  it 
nothing  to  us  who  pass  by  that  the 
sacrifice  made  by  women  and  chil- 
dren is  rewarded  by  neglect  and  In- 
difference." 

Many  citizens  have  been  true  to 
the  trust  reposed  in  them,  but  too 
many  have  failed.  It  Is  not  too  late 
to  remedy  the  wrong.  Scores  who 
might  be  with  us  today  have  Joined 
the  "Silent  Army"  because  we,  as  a 
people,  did  not  keep  faith;  but  many 

one  do  "our  bit."  And  when  next 
Armistice  Day  comes  around  our 
tribute  will  be  more  acceptable  to 
those  to  whom  It  is  rendered  if  wa, 
can  truly  say:  "We  have  done  our 
duty  to  the  limit  of  our  ability."

Dear  R.B.D.. — I  am  glad  you 
found  the  "aocusing  angel"  in 
Sterne's  'Tristam  Shandy."  I  wrote 
you  a  letter,  but,  after  your  discov- 
ery, did  not  post  it.  Sterne  was  the 
"literary  humbug"  of  the  day,  the 
O.  B.  Shaw  of  his  century. 
He  wept  over  a  dead  Jackass 
and  allowed  his  poor  mother  to  die 
in  poverty.  How  Jealous  Gold- 
smith was  of  him,  and  with  some 
excuse,  as  Sterne  was  feted  by  the 
wealth  and  fashion  of  London, 
while  Ooldsmlth  was  poor  and  neg- 
lected. It  reminds  one  of  Byron 
and  Shelley,  for  Byron  was  hailed 
and  admired  as  the  greatest  poet 
of  the  day.  and  Shelley  published 
his  poems  at  his  own  expense  and 
never  gained  a  penny  by  them. 
Byron  laughed  at  his  friend  Shel- 
ley's attempts.  Yes!  But  today  Shel- 
ley Is  one  of  the  Immortals  and 
Byron  Is  a  second-rater. 

Why  do  the  papers  persist  In  re- 
ferring to  Japanese  Shinto  cere- 
monies as  memorial  services?

The  idea 
of  reincarnation  was  foreign  to 
Shinto,  but  was  adopted  as  a  com- 
promise with  Buddhism.  A  8hinto 
shrine  is  a  spiritual  home  for  the 
dead,  but  unlike  the  Egyptian  or 
the  Catholic,  need  have  no  connec- 
tion with  the  body,  which  may  be 
buried  elsewhere.  Every  Japanese 
visitor  to  Toklo  goes  to  the  beautiful 
Chin  to  8hrine  in  the  park  and  pays 
his  respects  to  the  Emperor  Meija 
(known  as  Mutsuhite).  I  repeat, 
nothing  could  be  more  absurd  than 
to  speak  of  a  8hinto  memorial  serv- 
ice.

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  11— With  13,- 
252,247  bushels  of  grain  in  storage 
and  4.159.800  bushels  In  terminals 
and  in  transit,  Vancouver  elevator 
space  la  being  taxed,  but  in  the 
opinion  of  the  best-informed  grain 
merchants  and  shippers  there  is  no 
cause  for  alarm  that  a  serious  con- 
gestion will  occur.  i 

Co-operation  between  port  author- 
ities, grain  brokers  and  shippers  en- 
ables the  flow  of  grain  to  be  regu- 
lated so  that  the  elevators  are  able 
to  have  their  storage  space  filled  as 
near  as  possible  to  capacity,  thereby 
cutting  down  overhead  to  a  mini- 
mum and  at  the  same  time  assuring 
speedy  loading  of  all  grades  without 
delay. 

RUMOR  DENIED 

Railway  circles  here  deny  the  ru- 
mor that  permits  for  the  westward 
movement  of  grain  have  been  can- 
celed and  do  not  anticipate  an  em- 
bargo. More  than  100.000  tons  of 
grain  are  booked  for  shipment  dur- 
ing November,  and  there  are  at  least 
50,000  tons  more  not  listed,  or  a  total 
of  nearly  6.000,000  bushels  to  move 
by  the  end  of  this  month. 

Most  of  the  bookings  In  October 
and  November  were  small,  but  De- 
cember fixings  show  an  upward 
trend.  The  spontaneous  reaction  to 
recent  strengthening  of  wheat  prices 
and  the  open  season  on  the  Prairie, 
which  permlttted  farmers  to  rush 
their  crop  to  line  elevators  tar  quick 
cash,  have  had  the  effect  of  causing 
an  unprecedented  peak  which  in  the 
opinion  of  local  traders  will  level 
Itself  out  with  future  December 
current  shipments.

Although  the  flavor  varies  In  dif- 
ferent varieties  of  apples,  it  Is  In 
general  milked  and  usually  tart,  and 
Is  best  with  foods  whlcn  do  not  have 
a  strong  flavor  of  their  own  which 
would  conflict  with,  or  cover  that  of. 
the  apple.  With  these  points  In 
mind,  the  housekeeper  can  frequent- 
ly substitute  apples  In  recipes  call- 
ing for  other  fruits. 

APPLE  MUFFINS 

Two  cups  flour.  5  teaspoons  bak- 
ing powder,  1  teaspoon  salt,  1  table- 
spoon sugar.  1  cup  milk,  1  egg,  4 
tablespoons  melted  fat;  cooked  and 
sweetened  apple  sauce. 

81ft  the  dry  Ingredients.  Add  the 
milk  and  beaten  egg  and  mix  well. 
To  this  add  the  melted  fat.  Drop  a 
spoonful  of  the  mixture  In  greased 
muffin  tins.  Add  1  tablespoon  apple 
sauce  and  cover  the  sauce  with  the 
muffin  mixture.  Bake  from  35  to  30 
minutes  In  a  moderately  hot  oven. 
This  recipe  marts  one  dozen  muf- 
fins. 

APPLE  BREAKFAST  CAKE 

One  and  one-half  cups  tepid 
water,  1  cake  compressed  yeast.  1-4 
cup  sugar.  1  1-2  teaspoons  salt.  3  1-2 
cups  flour.  4  tablespoons  melted  fat. 

Dissolve  the  yeast  In  the  tepid 
water.  Mix  and  sift  dry  Ingredients, 
add  to  ytaxt  and  water,  mixing  well. 
Add  the  fat  and  beat  thoroughly. 

Set  the  mixture  In  a  warm  place 
to  rise,  and  when  It  has  doubled  Its 
I  bulk,  stir  well  and  turn  Into  a  shal- 
low greased  baking  tin.  Spread 
dough  evenly  over  the  pan.  Cover 
the  top  with  good  tart  cooking  ap- 
ple*, sliced  thin  When  dough  has 
doubled  its  bulk,  bake  In  a  moder- 
ate oven  (380  to  400  degrees)  for 
forty-flve  minutes.  About  fifteen 
minutes  before  it  Is  done,  remove 
the  cake  from  the  oven  and  pour 
over  It  a  syrup  made  by  combining 
1  cup  brown  sugar.  1-2  cup  water,  2 
tablespoons  butter.  1-4  teaspoon 
nutmeg,  and  boiling  five  minute*. 
Return  the  cake  to  the 
ish  baking . 


This  cake  may  be  baked  the  day 
before  using  and  heated  by  sprin- 
kling lightly  with  water  and  cover- 
ing the  pan  It  is  In  with  another  pan 
before  It  Is  put  In  the  oven.  Allow 
twenty  minutes  for  reheating. 

HOT  APPLE  SANDWICH 

Cover  a  slice  of  toasted  bread  with 
a  thick  layer  of  heavy  apple  sauce. 
Place  two  slices  of  bacon  on  top  of 
the  sauce  and  put  in  hot  oven  until 
bacon  Is  crisp.  Serve  at  once.

One  cup  boiled  rice.  1-2  cup  thick 
tart  apple  sauce,  salt.

HOUSEHOLD  HINTS 

THE  Proper  Knife— It  is 
very  important  to  pare 
fruit  with  a  silver  knife.  A 
steel  knife  will  frequently 
cause  discoloration  and  leave 
a  disagreeable  metallic  flavor 
on  the  fruit. 

That  Incessant  Bell  —  If 
called  to  the  door  or  tele- 
phone Just  as  you  were  about 
to  Ice  the  cake,  lay  a  damp 
cloth  over  the  top  of  the 
bowl  containing  the  frosting. 
This  will  prevent  it  harden- 
ing in  the  short  Interval. 

A  Smooth  Batter— Some- 
times when  mixing  a  cake  we 
are  not  quite  careful  enough 
and  the  flour  is  Inclined  to 
be  in  tiny  lump6  Instead  of 
perfectly  smooth.  Do  not 
bake  the  batter  in  this  con- 
dition or  your  cake  will  be 
poor.  Put  the  batter  through 
a  fine  sieve  and  then  pour  it 
into  the  tins  for  baking.  You 
may  not  have  quite  so  large 
a  cake,  but  it  will  be  good, 
and  fine  in  texture. 

Worthwhile  Tips- 
Floors    should    be  waxed 

with  the  grain  of  the  wood. 
8  ilk   stockings   should  be 

washed  and  rinsed  In  tepid 

water. 

Colored  handkerchiefs 
should  be  soaked  In  cold 
water  containing  a  little  salt 
before  they  are  washed,  to 
prevent  fading. 

Always  empty  the  tea 
kettle  in  ths  morning  and 
put  fresh  water  In  it  before 
putting  It  on  to  boil  for  tea. 
It  Is  unhealthy  to  use  that 
which  has  stood  all  night.

But  the  greatest  performance  the 
Bluenose  ever  gave  was  none  of 
the**-,  Captain  Angus  Walters  will 
tell,  with  a  quiet  emphasis  foreign 
to  his  fiery  confidence  in  the  racing 
ability  of  his  vessel. 

Captain  Angus,  and  twenty  other 
men  of  Lunenburg,  remembers  a 
night  of  snow  off  Sable  Island,  snow 
driven  In  the  van  of  a  howling  gale, 
the  like  of  which  had  not  been  seen 
by  a  generation  of  Banks  fisher 
men.  It  was  then  that  the  Bluenose 
parted  her  cable  off  Sable  Island's 
Northwest  Bar;  it  was  then  that  a 
living  gale  from  the  south-iouth- 
west  drove  her  so  close  to  that  sin- 
ister outpost  of  Davy  Jones-  that 
sand  stuck  to  the  log  in  fourteen 
fathoms  of  water;  It  was  then  that 
Bluenose,  facing  her  supreme  test, 
brought  to  bear  her  weatherly  qual- 
ities, the  persistence  in  heading  up 
towards  the  wind's  eye.  that  had 
made  her  the  greatest  sailer  in  the 
riahlng  fleets,  and  saved  a  score  of 
lives  thereby.

Someone  had  dug  up  the 
front  page  of  a  Halifax  newspaper 
for  April  25,  19M,  carrying  the 
eight-column  streamer,  "Bluenose 
Nearly  Swept  to  Her  Doom."  n  > 
story  recounted  how  she  had  been 
badly  damaged  In  a  storm  early  In 
the  month  and  had  gone  through 
another  harrowing  night  off  the  Is- 
land on  April  20. 

Angus  took  out  an  envelope  and 
pencil  and  drew  a  map  of  Sable  Is- 
land. "Here  is  where  we  were,"  he 
began,  marking  a  spot  close  under 
the  dangerous  hook  known  as  the 
Northwest  Point,  on  the  southwester- 
ly exposure  of  the  island,  "at  anchor, 
off  a  lee  shore.  It  had  been  snowing 
all  day,  and  a  gale  blowing  from  the 
sou'sou'west.  There  was  nothing  to 
do  but  wait  it  out.  The  way  the 
coast  Is  there,  it  was  windward  work 
to  get  out  either  way,  northwesterly 
around  the  point  toward  the  Nova 
Scotia  coast  or  out  to  the  open. 

GRANDFATHER  VICIOUS 

"It  must  have  been  about  6  o'clock 
that  night,  with  the  storm  at  its 
worst,  that  the  grandfather  of  all 
the  seas  struck  us.  swept  her  for- 
ward, breaking  the  cable,  smashed 
our  fourteen  stanchions  and  carried 
away  part  of  the  rail  and  bulwarks 
And  there  we  were  driving  for  a  lee 
shore  In  the  worst  gale  I've  eVer  seen 
anywhere. 

"We  got  the  Jumbo,  double-reefed 
foresail  and  a  riding-sail  onto  her 
and,  believe  me,  that  was  plenty 
And  when  It  bef*an,  seven  hours  of 
heading  to  windward,  trying  to  get 
out  around  that  point.  We  kept 
sending  down  the  lead  until  we  got 
into  eleven  fathoms.

It  was  unquestionably 
th.-  wuiv  <>n  the  tlMiin*  hanks,  and 
the  worst  of  short  duration  But  he 
remembers  the  time  he  took  the 
Muriel  B  Walters  to  Oporto  with 
dried  fish  and  was  forty- five  days 
getting  back  to  Lunenberg  with  salt 
out  of  Cadis,  Spain.  That  was 
twenty  years  ago.  "We  lost  our  nut 
der  that  time  and  ran  out  of  provi- 
sions, had  to  get  grub  from  steamers 
we  met  by  chance.  They  never  ex-

"After  the  lighting  at  the  Nonnl 
River,  we  withdrew  twelve  miles, 
and  our  line  now  Is  maintained  with 
1.000  troops,"  General  Mah  said  in 
an  interview  today. 

"Since  the  arsenals  at  Tsltslhar 
produce  only  10,000  cartridges  and 
100  shells  dally,  our  defence  weak- 
ened as  the  struggle  continued,  and 
we  could  only  die  doing  our  duty.

"The  use  of  bricks  in  building. 
Rover."  I  was  saying,  "dates  from 
the  earliest  times. 

"The  first  bricks  were  sun  dried, 
and  were  so  well  made  that  the 
dwellings  of  the  ancient  Egyptians, 
and  even  those  of  older  civilizations, 
are  still  intact,  although  the  build- 
ings themselves  may  have  subsided.
